4,  1939,  iti  the  4-H  duo  pr ogham,  National  Farm  and  Home  Hour,  hy  99  sta¬ 
tions  associated  v/ith  the  National  Broadcasting  Comuany, 
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Hello,  hoys  and  girls,  and  friends  of  4-H  cluh  Hrork. 
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If  you  and  I  could  stand  in  some  hii^  pldce--and  see  all  over__tiiie 
country — v/e  might  see  some  70  thousand  groups  of  hoys  and  girls^hLO'id-i-a^ 
meetings  of  their  4-H  cluhs — because  there  are  t'-iat  many  4— H  cluhs  in  the 
United  States — 70  thou.s.and  of  them.  And  at  th:'  :  season  of  the  year — 
those  70  thousand  4--H  cluhs  are  thinking  about  t.ioir  plans — for  the  year 
1939,  Probably  you're  doing  that  in  your  ovm  c].ub.  And  probably  you  know 
that  v;hcn  you  begin  to  make  plans,  you  don't  do  it  alone;  thank  goodness 
there  are  some  older  people  vrho  are  interested  in  what  your  club  does; 
your  parents,  and  club  loaders.  So,  the  plans  for  a  million  and  a  quarter 
4-H  club  iiembers  are  being  ma.de  v/ith  the  help  of  about  three  and  a  half 
mil] i jn  uecule. 


It’s  about  making- these  plans  that  I'd  like  to  talk  for  just  a 
few  minutes,  I'm  sure  that  you’re  looking  ahe£id  to  the  end  of  the  year — 
and  trying  to  figirre  out  vrhere  you  and  your  club-  would  like  to  be  by 
that  time — csertain  things  that  you  would  like  to  do  in  the  coming  months — 
certain  goals  that  you  v/ould  like  to  reach.  I  hope  that  one  of  the  goals 
you  set  for  this  noar  vrill  have  something  to  do  v;ith  the  v/elfare  of  your 
community  as  a  v;hole.  Take  a  look  around  you  at  the  things  your  community 
needs,  talk  abou.t  the  kind  of  farm,  and  home,  and  communit};"  life  you  think 
you — and  ot.hers  in  your  community — v/ould  like  to  have.  Then  see  hov/  4-H 
clubs — your  4-H  club — can  help  to  achieve  that  kind  of  community  life, 

Ifnen  you  sit  dov/n  v/ith  other  boys  and  girls  and  v/ith  some  of  the 
grovrnups  to  discuss  things  like  that,  you're  taking  a  most  important 
step  for  the  improvement  of  your  community - 1  mean  you’re  v.rorking  to¬ 
gether - and  v^hen  people  of  a  community - young  and  old - begin  to  v/ork 

together - to  sot  goals  for  their  community  and  then  v/ork  toward  those 

goals - v;oll,  there  isn't  anything  that  they  can't  accomplish. 


People  \4io  have  v/atched  4-H  clubs  and  club  members  have  told  me 
that  one  thing  they  like  about  club  work  is  the  opportunity  that  it  gives 
boys  and  girls  to  learn  to  v;ork  and  play  v.dth  others,  I'm  Sure  every  club 

member  enjoys  the  chance  for  good  times  with  other  club  members - on  tours, 

trips,  at  fairs - and  at  home.  Probably  you  can  thinlc  of  many  things 

you've  seen  in  the  homes  of  other  club  members  vrhich  you'd  like  to  have  in 
your  o\m  home.  So  I  hope  one  of  the  goals  for  your  4-K  club  v;ill  be  to 

give  club  members  a  chance  to  meet  in  different  homes for  business  or 

pleasure,  and  to  take  part  in  as  many  different  activities  as  possible 

vfhere  club  members  can  got  together - not  only  v.'ith  their  ovm  group,  but 

vrith  boys  and  girls  in  other  4-H  clubs. 
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On,c  thing  I  'bcliovc  you  might  thin^  ahont  in  setting  goals  and 
making  plans  for  your  4-H  cluh  this  year  is  the  fact  that  not  all  4-H  cluh 
members  will  stay  on  the  farm.  We  vrant  to  do  everything  possible  to 
encourage  alert,  able  boys  and  girls  stay  on  the  farm-^ — but  some  v;ill 
go  to  cities  and  tovms.  If  yo\i  can  plan  some  talks  and  discussions  that 
v;ill  give  some  idea-of  living  conditions  in  cities,  it  v/ill  be  a  real  service 
to  the  boys  and  girls  v/ho  leave  the  farm  in  favor  of  the  city. 

If  you  and  I  v/ere  in  one  big  4-H  club - made  up  of  all  the  4-H  clubs 

in  the  United  States - and  if  we  were  to  v;rito  our  goals  on  a  groat  big 

blackboard - do  you  iaiox>r  vihat  v;c’ d  v;ritc  as  our  goals?  Well,  I  have  an 

idea  that  v/e' d  write  a  list  something  like  this; 

First  of  all,  v/e  want  our  club  to  partici'oa.te  in  community  affairs. 

Next - we  viant  all  the  group  to  work  together - planning - and  in 

carrying  out  ideas. 

Wicn - \\re  would  have  a  goal  reading  this  way:  Increased  income  for 

the  farm  family.  ■' 

And - Wiser  spending  of  the  family*  s  money. 

Better  hea-lth. 

Better  use  of  leisure  tim.e. 

And - better  living"for  the  farm  family  from  the  farm. 

Tha.t’ s  about  the  sort  of  list  of  goals  that  thousands  of  4-H  clubs 
all  over  the  United  States  have  set  up  for  1939,  If  your  club  has  a  set 

of  objectives  for  the  year  that  is  something  like  that - then  you've  taken 

the  first  step  in  making  your  4-H  club. an  asset  to  your  community - and 

a  credit  to  the  largest  voluntary  organization  of  rural  boys  and  girls - 

in  the  vrorld. 
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
